Nathan, Three Fellow Con- 
victs Tell What They Know 
in Razor Slaying. 


JOLIET, Ill., Feb. 18.—(4)—Surly 
Nathan Leopold, “thrill slayer’ of 
Bobby Franks, testified for six min- 
utes today before the Will county 
grand jury, which is conducting one 
of three current investigations into 
Illinois penal conditions. 

Nathan and three fellow convicts 
were convoyed from Statesville prison 
—his third exit from the penitentiary 
in 11 years—by a dozen guards armed 
with machine guns and rifles to tell 
what they knew of the razor slaying 
of Richard Loeb, Leopold’s partner 
in one of Chicago’s most sensational 
crimes of a dozen years ago. 

What Leopold told the grand ju- 
rors was not divulged but he spoke 
unwillingly, said Captain James Hum- 
phrey, of the prison guards, who con- 
ducted the party over the four-mile 
trip from prison to courthouse. 

“T don’t want a bunch of guys 
shooting questions at me,” Humphrey 
says he overheard Leopold tell Gail 
Swolley, kidnaper who helped Loeb to 
the prison hospital after he was slash- 
ed fatally by a fellow convict, James 
Day. “I'd rather be up there at the 
prison,” 

The quartet of Elons was brought 
before the grand jury investigating 
Loeb’s slaying in the prison, January 
28, under a court order obtained by

By so do- 
itig he boldly cuts much of the red

The presence in Atlanta today of 
General Edward John Higgins, inter- 
nationally distinguished leader of the

TENKIRCHEN, Feb. 
18.—This is my first 
trip to Germany, and 
so, naturally, it was interesting to 
watch operations in the wooden press 
headquarters, or pesthouse, where the 
journalists from many lands compose 
their living human documents on the 
Olympic games. The room is about 50 
feet long and 20 feet wide, with three 
long work tables littered with mimeo- 
graphed bulletins, tattered programs, 
old notes, spoiled paragraphs and a lot 
of portable typewriters. 

The writers spoke in. many lan- 
guages, so that at the rush hour the 
place sounded like the detention quar- 
ters at Ellis Island in the old days of 
unrestricted immigration. 

There was a bank of letter boxes 

at one end of the plant presided over 
by the Countess von. Bernstorff, a 
slender blonde, who married the son 
of the man who was Germany’s am- 
bassador in Washington up to the 
time the United States entered the big 
war. She speaks English and is in- 
terested in sculpture, but has been un- 
able to work up any enthusiasms for 
art among men who are leaping from 
Alp to Alp in ski boots and numerous 
laces and woolies covering the Antarc- 
tie antics of the athletes. 
A few of the brothers wrote little 
items about groups which were sculp- 
tured from snow at two or three points 
along the main street, but the countess 
had a low regard for these works her- 
self, and I am afraid she achieved a 
poor opinion of the aesthetic sense of 
the fourth estate.

The young man told the 
countess that on Thursday night at 
the hockey match, which Canada won 
from Germany, the professor had 
spoken of the German crowd as a 
mob. He seemed to think the pro- 
fessor was a German, and a disloyal 
one at that, and more or less put it 
up to the countess to do something 
about it, although he didn’t say just 
what. 

The professor got sore and told the 
young man he would either have to 
prove his charge or defend himself in 
a suit for damages, and the squealer 
then began to hedge, saying he hadn’t 
heard the professor’s remark himself 
but that his girl friend had. 

“Well, then, bring her in,” the pro- 
fessor said. 

The young man dragged in a not 
very toothsome wench in a somewhat 
flea-bitten leopard skin coat, who said 
she had not only heard this good 
Herr Doktor Professor call the crowd 
a mob but refer to the people as low- 
brows and roughnecks as well. 

The countess was disposed to laugh 
it off as a matter of no importance, 
but the professor seemed to think if 
he didn’t clear it up at once it might 
get worse later on. The man and the 
woman eased out of the door to the 
crowd on the sidewalk, but the pro- 
fessor chased after them and renewed 
the fuss in public. 


It then developed that both squealers 
were German outlanders living in 
Czechoclovakia, who merely wanted to 
receive credit for turning in a traitor. 
That’s all there was to it, and the 
Harvard professor came through the 
incident all right, but it twas an in- 
teresting demonstration of the squeal, 
which seems to make life interesting 
in a country where a casual remark 
may assume the most solemn impor- 
tance. 


Propaganda? The nazis have 
heen insisting that 
No! No! the Olympic games 
are not in any 
sense a nazi proneuanen tool. There 
was great embarrassment last Friday 
afternoon when some _ journalists 
found in their letter boxes a mimeo- 
graphed sheet announcing that a well- 
known leader of the nazi movement 
from Czechoslovakia was going to be 
present at the figure skating and that 
this would be a fine opportunity to 
obtain his picture, . 

One American writer found this 
sheet in his box and gave it to me as 
an interesting curio. . About 15 min- 
utes later a nazi official of the press 
bureau came up to ask if he could see 
the paper. I let him read it, and he 
said it was a very deplorable error and 
quite unauthorized, 

In view of frequent denials of any 
propaganda motive in connection with 
the games, the little document was 
very distressing, and the official asked 
if he could have the sheet. so I said, 
“Sure,” because I knew what was in 
it, anyway. 

Those who called for their mail 
later found no copies of the announce- 
ment among their stuff. The press 
bureau had gone through the letter 
boxes and lifted out all those which 
hadn’t escaped into circulation already. 
Later in the evening an official com- 
munique was issued explaining that 
the circular was distributed without 
authorization and disavowing it en- 
tirely. 


Facts, Some of my friends tell 

me that certain feelings 
Just Facts. will be hurt by my de- 

scription of the military 
scene in the town last Thursday after- 
noon when Hitler came to the show 
and the streets were filled with camou- 
flaged army trucks and troops of vari- 
ous types. I don’t know what to do 
about that, for I was writing from 
persopal observation and experience 
and the place did look like a little 
town behind the western front during 
an important troop movement. 

If they didn’t want publicity they 
shouldn’t have turned out demonstra- 
tions of armed strength simultaneously 
with the Olympic games when there 
were several hundred foreign journal- 
ists in town. To be quite frank about 
it, they simply don’t know how to pipe 
down on their propaganda, and the 
efforts to use the Olympics as an ex- 
euse for political publicity will defeat 
their own purpose, for the foreign cor- 
respondents are by no means dumb, 
and they’re taking home observations 
to be written later which will reveal 
more than they have told in their 
skeletonized bulletins, I think that 
the difficulty is that the politicians 
don’t know propaganda when they 
see it. 

The night before the opening of the 
games, the minister of foreign propa- 
ganda got up and made a political 
speech for the press which praised the 
nazi regime and bawled out the for- 
eign correspondents for misrepresent- 
ing conditions in Germany. He didn t 
realize that the was saying. anything 
wrong, and he probably was astonished 
and annoyed to discover later that his 
speech itself had been denounced as &n 
example of the very thing he was try- 


ing to disavow.

HEALTH TALKS

Young woman describes a marked 
irregularity of her teeth, which natu- 
rally makes her unduly sensitive about 
her appearance. She evades social 
contact with her friends. She says 
shé has been on the point of consult- 
ing her dentist time and again, but al- 
ways hesitates—she fears the dentist 
will only laugh at her. ... 

This girl's attitude is no more sense- 
less and absurd than the attitude of 
thousands of individuals who drift 
along for months and years, suffering 
from minor troubles which might be 
readily corrected if the poor galoots 
would only consult a physician and 
receive proper treatment. 

Knowing doctors, medicine and sur- 
gery as I do, I suppose it is difficult 
for me to view this matter through 
the eyes of the laymen, It is rather the 
thing we don’t know or understand 
very well that we fear. 

Once the big noise of a metropoli- 
tan newspaper to which I was a con- 
tributor, who happened to be suffering 
from some chronic trouble, noticed in 
my a column a remark which sent him 
straight off to a physician for exami- 
nation. After the examination the 
physician assured the blighter that it 
was a minor condition, not malignant. 
For the scare I had given him, I got 
the air. I wonder how the man would 
have felt had the examination disclosed 
malignancy and timely treatment 
saved his life? 

There are thousands of women of 
middle age who are conscious of slight 
disturbances, particularly women who 
have borne several children, yet they 
hesitate to consult their physicians and 
too often drift along on the assurance 
of other women that such troubles are 
part of the “change of life.” In most 
instances this foolish notion is respon- 
sible for discomfort which simple di- 
agnosis and treatment would prevent. 
In some instances it costs the victim’s 
life, for when at last she makes up her 
mind to go to the doctor and be prop- 
erly examined it is too late. I am 
not going to mention the reason why 
it is too late. Every woman, especially 
if she is a mother, is under obligation 
to preserve her health and life and she 
cannot permit trivial or prudish con- 
siderations to deter her from having 
proper advice or care for any disturb- 
ance of health, 

While we are on this subject, it 
must be confessed that physicians 
themselves are still given to indulgence 
in sheer guesswork in too many in- 
stances when patients complain of rec- 
tal trouble. No matter how competent 
and skilled the doctor, he can’t tell 
any better than you can whether your 
trouble is piles, for instance, without 
an examination. In some cases visual 
examination may be sufficient, but if 
there is any trouble within the anal 
canal, a diagnosis can be made only 
with the aid of a speculum. The sense 
of touch alone is not enough.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—()~ 
A profitable business in bilking Bra- 
zilian revolutionists, with thousands 


of dollars supplied for the purchase of 
war material sticking to the fingers 
of armament agents, was exposed to- 
ond by the senate munitions commit- 
ee. 

With the current Paraguayan re- 
volt lending interest to its inquiry, 
the committee traced an apparent 
profit of $77,000 to Lieutenant Leigh 
Wade, former army flier, and later 
soldier of fortune, as a result of one 
deal for 10 airplanes. 

In addition, there was an item of 
100 machine guns, sold for $350 by 
the United ‘States army as junk, re- 
conditioned, and passed around a cir- 
cle of revolutionary representatives 
with their price increasing to a final 
figure of $49,000.

The hunt for a new director of ath- 
letics and football coach at the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin went on today 
with Guy M. Sundt, backfield coach, | 
rapidly approaching “favorite son” 
candidate status. | 

His name was being mentioned | 
more than any others for the post of | 
athletic director, made vacant by the|
